Modern technology is taking 
over the world. High-tech 
machines are used in every 
facet of daily life, from busi- 
ness to home life. 

With the great technology 
changes, teachers in Valpo 
dabbled with new technologi- 
cal tinkertoys that were 
around for classroom use.

Just click a 
mouse, and it’s all done.” 

Overall, teachers found that 
computers helped to make 
their jobs easier, and more en- 
joyable overall by making re- 
search easier to do, and work 
easier to complete. 

Voice mail was another 
new feature this year. Par- 
ents could now leave mes- 
sages for teachers on their 
voice mail which helped to 
relieve some of the pressure 
on the main office according 
to workers.
